1. AS STATED REF (A), WE TRANSMIT BELOW TEXTS AND COMMENTS ON 
CHANGES SOVIETS PROPOSE TO MAKE IN PROVISIONALLY REGISTERED 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY (S/T) TEXTS. ALL CHANGES, WITH THE 
EXCEPTION OF THOSE CITED IN LAST TWO SUB PARAS, ARE DELETIONS 
OF POINTS COVERED IN US COSPONSORED S/T PROPOSAL (DOCUMENT 
F/9), REF C. FOR EACH TEXT TO WHICH SOVIETS HAVE PROPOSED 
CHANGES, THERE APPEARS BELOW THE REGISTERED TEXT AND THEN THE 
SOVIET PROPOSED REVISION, IN MOST CASES FOLLOWED BY COMMENTS 
ON SIGNIFICANCE OF REVISION. IN TEXTS GIVEN BELOW PARENTHESES 
REPRESENT SQUARE BRACKETS.

ACHIEVEMENTS". ABOVE SOVIET SUGGESTED REDRAFT WAS FIRST 
PROPOSED ON FEBRUARY 19 (WEEKLY HIGHLIGHTS, WEEK FEBRUARY 17-21, 
GENEVA 1204), BUT SOVIET PROPOSALS EXPLAINED BELOW ARE NEW.

SUBJECT OF A LENGTHY DEBATE IN S/T SUBCOMMITTEE. A REFERENCE TO 
ARCHIVAL ACCESS IS INCLUDED IN US CO-SPONSORED PROPOSAL IN 
EDUCATION, ALTHOUGH THIS ARCHIVAL REFERENCE IS BRACKETED IN PRO- 
VISIONALLY REGISTERED TEXT (REF D). END COMMENT.

8. THE SOVIETS PROPOSED, PRESUMABLY CONTINGENT ON THE OTHER 
CHANGES, TO DROP BRACKETS AROUND FIVE PARAGRAPHS OF AN 
ENTIRE SUB SECTION OF S/T DOCUMENT HEADED "FORMS AND METHODS 
OF COOPERATION" (SEE PAGE 4 OF F/l 29, THE MOCKUP OF THE 

FINAL DOCUMENT, TRANSMITTED REF B, WITH MINOR CORRECTIONS 
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TRANSMITTED REF E). BRACKETS HAD NOT BEEN ADDED BY SOVIETS 
BUT BY ROMANIANS WHO INTENDED BRACKETS AS LEVER TO GET A 
SATISFACTORY REFERENCE TO LDC'S IN BASKET II PREAMBLE. 

ROMANIANS TOLD US THAT, DESPITE SOVIET PROPOSAL, THEY WOULD 
NOT DROP BRACKETS UNTIL LDC ISSUE WAS SOLVED. DALE 
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
